Explained By McBryda 

"Ro«m qmo meruit Feral." Do you 
know what this moans? ' 

Within tho post year a letter has 
been receive.! by Miss MeLaws from 
*>hn M.-!!cR7ydo, who as acting 
Dean of Sv/ct Briar Institute, in 
1005, doiigned tho Sweet Brisr seal. 
In hla letter Mr. McDryde explained 
tho design and meaning of the 
motto. 

Tt.s teal consists of the Fletcher 
and Amherst- arms quartered ■ with 
three Tud« roses above. Trie' arms 
if 'Lord Amherst are* three tilting 
»pears, gold with silver tops ojt a 
ted field. Tr-a Fletcher arms, which 
used to hsng In Sweet Briar House, 
wore a silver cross on a black field 
with four beiants (oriental eolns), 
esch charged with an arrow. 

It was customary when one fam- 
ily married Into another either to 
divide the shield in half thus divid- 
ing the two coaij of arms and 
placing them side by side, or to 
quarter the arms with those of! the 
more important family appearing 
the right. As Lord Amherst, from 
whom the csunty takes its name, 
was GovemT-Genersl of the t British 
forces In North America, and for 
ssmo ycara waa Governor of Vir- 
ginia, » seems appropriste that his 
arms should be quartered on the 
shield. The quartering! of the I

that "the Tudor rosea symbolise 
Sweet Briar though not the color 
of the sweet briar rose, for pink 
Is not a proper heraldic tint. The 
rosea on the shield are red on a 
gold field. At the same time, though 
rather remotely, It Is true, they 
might suggest Virginia, through 
Elisabeth Tudor, the Virgin Queen, 
from, whom .our State derivea Ita 
me." 

Ai i background to tha euperim- 
poeeU shield, Is twined a rose vine 
which supports tha scroll bearing 
the motto. The colors of the college 
wo' ' Indicated In the outershleld, 
green and pink. The almond shaped 
shield on the outside was frequently, 
though not exclusively, used by wo- 
men and eccleelastlcs, for the long 
shape, lent Itself readily to the 
brewings of a bishop In the act of 
blessing tho full length figure of a 
woman with her long skirts (quite 
utmeded today)."
